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From  1947  to  1950,  farmers'  dollar 
incomes  dropped  26  percent,  their 
purchasing  power  29  percent.  In  1951, 
farmers'  dollar  incomes  recovered 
about  half  of  their  previous  drop,  but 
purchasing  power  regained  less  than  a 
fifth  of  its  previous  decline.  Although 
prices  paid  by  farmers  for  family  living 


items  have  risen  only  slightly  since 
1951,  further  declines  in  net  dollar  in- 
comes have  reduced  farmers'  pur- 
chasing power  to  a  lower  level  in  1954 
than  in  any  previous  year  since  1940, 
However,  average  purchasing  power  per 
farm  is  still  higher  than  it  was  in  any 
prewar  year. 
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THE      FARM      INCOME  SITUATION 


FARM  INCOME  IN  I9$h  AND  OUTLOOK  FOR  1955 

Summaiy 

Fanners'  realized  net  income  was  at  an  annual  rate  of  approxi- 
mately 12 o5  billion  dollars  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  195ii, 
Little  if  any  change  from  this  rate  is  expected  in  the  fourth  quarter, 
and  realized  net  income  for  the  year  as  a  ^le  is  also  expected  to 
total  around  12,5  billion  dollars,  or  6  percent  below  the  revised  figure 
of  13 o3  billion  dollars  in  1953. 

Realized  gross  farm  income  in  19$h  is  about  h  percent  lower  than 
in  1953o    Production  expenses  have  also  been  reduced,  but  by  less  than 
3  percent. 

The  1955  outlook  is  for  some  decline  in  gross  farm  income,  mostly 
reflecting  acreage  restrictions  on  wheat  and  cotton.    However,  farmers 
will  probably  be  able  also  to  reduce  thsir  production  expenses  some 
further,  so  that  net  income  should  approach  this  year's  level. 

Revised  quarterly  estimates 

Table  1  gives  revised  quarterly  estimates  of  farmers'  realized 
gross  income,  production  expenses,  and  realized  net  income  for  the  years 
1951 -51a»    These  quarterly  estimates  are  in  terms  of  seasonally  adjusted 
annual  rates,  and  have  been  revised  to  agree  with  revised  annual  esti- 
mates given  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

As  shown  in  the  table,  farmers'  realized  net  income  declined  in 
the  second  and  third  quarters  of  1953>  recovered  part  of  the  loss  in  the 
fourth  quarter  and  in  the  first  quarter  of  19Sh)  and  then  declined  again 
in  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  195U.    The  declines  in  the  second  and 
third  quarters  of  this  year  were  due  to  somewhat  lower  average  prices  of 
farm  products,  which  were  only  partly  offset  by  small  declines  in  pro- 
duction expenses. 

Production  expenses  in  the  first  half  of  19$h  were  at  a  higher 
rate  than  in  the  second  half  of  1953  because  of  increases  in  farm  property 
taxes  and  interest  charges.    For  195iii  as  a  whole,  however,  total  pro- 
duction expenses  are  down  slightly,  not  because  of  any  significant  re- 
duction in  the  average  of  prices  paid  by  farmers,  but  because  acreage 
curtailment  of  some  of  the  more  intensively  cultivated  crops  has  resulted 
in  a  small  redaction  in  the  total  volume  of  purchased  inputs. 

Although  realized  net  income  dropped  to  a  rate  of  only  12.0  billion 
dollars  in  the  third  quarter  of  this  year,  the  average  rate  for  the  first 
3  quarters  was  12.5  billion.    The  fourth  quarter  is  expected  to  be  dose 
to  the  average  of  the  first  3  quarters.

Gross  Income  in  19Sk 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  rrarke tings  in  195'h  will  probably  total 
around  30.2  billion  dollars,  or  h  percent  below  receipts  in  1953.  The 
total  Toliime  of  farm  marketings  is  about  equal  to  last  year's  record 
voxume,  but  prices  of  faz-'m  products  are  averaging  somewhat  lower. 

,         Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestcck  products  total  about 
10.9  billion  dollars^  2  percent  less  than  last  year.,  and  the  estimated 
crop  total  is  13,3  bi.Uion,  down  6  percent^    The  volume  of  marketings  of 
livestock  and  products  rose  about  h  percent  to  a  new  record  high  th7J! 
year^  but  prices  are  averaging  6  percent  lower.    Total  crop  marketings 
declined  over  3  percent,  and  crop  prices  are  also  averaging  slightly 
lower  than  last  year. 

This  year's  decline  in  total  livestock  receipts  is  due  mostly  to 
loxver  prices  of  dairy  products,  poultry,  and  eggs.  Cash  receipts  from 
dairy  products  are  about  k  per-cent  below  last  year,  receipts  from  eggs 
are  off  around  15  ^rcent^  and  receipts  from  ail  types  0/ poultry  com- 
bined are  dov/n  abQ\it  ?  percent.  On  the  other  hand,  receipts  from  hogs 
and  from  cattle  and  calves  are  each  slightly  higher  than  last  year» • 

Because  cf  smaller  acreage  and  reduced  production  of  cotton  this 
year,  cash  receipts  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  are  totaling  about  25  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  earlier.    Thie  decline  for  cotton  accounts  for 
nearly  all  of  the  decline  in  total  crop  receipts.,  with  cli&mQS  amoiig  other 
??n§N  "^^^^^-V  offsetting.    Lower  cash  receipts  for  wh-5at.(6%);  peanuts 
\jOA)s  apples  (10%),  and  vegetables  ($%)  are  about  offset  by  increases  for 
sorghum  grain  (95%),  oats  and  barley  (20$),  soybeans  (13^)>  and  citriis 
fruits  ( 30% ) , 

Realised  gross  farm  income  is  expected  to  total  about  3I4.I  billion 
dollars  in  1954,  or  h  percent  less  than  in  1953.  In  addition  to  cash  re- 
ceipts from  marketings,  realized  gross  income  inaludes  the  value  of  home- 
cons^jmed  farm  products,  the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings,  and  Gcvernnient 
payments  to  farmers.  The  total  of  these  additional  items  is  about  2  per- 
cent lower  than  last  year,  mostly  because  of  lower  prices  used  in  valuing 
home-consumed  farm  products.  Government  payments,  however,  will  probably 
total  slightly  higher  this  year  than  last  year* 

Production  expenses  and  net  income  in  195a 

Farm  production  expenses  are  down  this  year  for  the  second  year  in 
a  row.    Their  total  for  195h  is  estimated  at  21.6  billion  dollars,  or 
2  percent  less  than  last  year's  total.    Fertiliser  prices  and  farm  wage 
rates  are  a  little  lower  this  year  than  last  year^    But  the  average  of  all 
prices  paid  by  fanners  for  oroduction  items  including  interest,  taxes,  and 
wage  rates  is  net  expected  ^0  be  significantly  different  from  last  year. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  shift  of  a  substantial  acreage  from  wheat  and  cot- 
ton to  less  intensive  uses,  plus  reduced  farirAiig  operations  in  drought 
areas,  h^s  resulted  in  some  reduction  in  the  total  volvme  of  purchased  farm 


input 


,  ■       Lower  expenses  this  year  are  mostly  in  hired  labor,  operation  of 
T?iOtor  vehicles,  seed,  giiiinlng  costs,  containers,  insecticides,  and  other 
trdjBriE!.lla.xtfi.o>xa  <>pfixii>Ax\g  expenses.    Rents  are  also  lower,  but  purchases  of 
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fertilizer  e.nd  feed  and  cliarges  for  capital  perintoxiaTice  arid  deprecia'tloTi 
show  little  change  from  last  yiear«    Fvoperp^  taxes  are  up  again  this  yearj 
as  are  also  farm  mortgage  int-erest  p3.ymente  and  livestock  purchases. 

Farmers'  realized  net  income  in  1953 — the  difference  between  realized 
gross  income  and  total  production  expenses— is  estimated  at  close  to  12,5  bil- 
lion dollars*    Realized  gross  income  is  down  1*3  billion  dollars,  expenses 
only  a  half  billion.    Consequently,  realized  net  income  is  down  300  million 
dollars,  or  6  percent,  from  the  revised  estimate  of  13.3  billion  dollars  for 
1953r     (Revised  estimates  for  the  years  1951-53  are  discussed  in  a  later 
section  of  this  report,} 

Outlook  for  1955 

Present  prospects  are  for  some  f^jrther  decline  in  cash  receipts  from 
farm  marketings  in  1955 o    Prices  of  farm  products  are  expected  to  remain 
close  to  present  levels,  on  the  average,  but  the  total  volume  of  marketings 
will  probably  be  a  little  smaller  than  this  year's  record  volume.  Smaller 
wheat  and  cotton  crops  are  in  prospect  as  a  resiiLt  of  acreage  restrictions; 
the  support  price  for  1955  crop  wheat  is  moderately  lower i  and  1955  corn 
marketings,  mostly  from  this  year's  small  crop,  will  also  be  down. 

Changes  in  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  will 
probably  be  relatively  small,  as  both  prices  and  marketings  on  the  whole 
are  expected  to  remain  fairly  stable  for  this  group. 

Realized  gross  farw  income  may  be  moderately  lower  next  year,  in 
about  the  same  proportion  as  cash  receipts  from  marketings.    However,  some 
further  decline  in  total  production  expenses  is  also  expected  in  1955« 
Small  declines  in  rents  and  depreciation  charges  may  be  largely  offset  by 
continued  increases  in  property  taxes  and  interest  payments,  so  that  the 
overhead  items  as  a  whole  will  probably  be  down  only  slightly.    But  farm 
wage  rates  and  prices  paid  for  some  production  items  may  ease  further  in 
the  coming  year^  and  farmers  will  probably  reduce  their  cash  outlays  for 
many  of  the  current  operating  expenses  in  line  with  lowered  production 
prospects  for  next  i'-eai'. 

With  gross  in.come  and  expenses  both  expected  to  be  a  little  lower 
in  1955  than  in  195U;  farm.ers  '  realized  net  income  next  year  should  be 
somewhere  near  its  present  level o    The  chandes,  are  however,  that  reduced 
expenses  will  not  fully  compensate  for  the  expected  decline  in  gross  in- 
com.e «

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FAiM  SERIES  IN        lEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE  mTIONAL  INCCME  TABIES 

The  Department  of  Commerce  has  issijed  a  1951i  Mational  Income  supple- 
ment to  its  Sur^y  of  Current  Biysiness  containing  revised  estimates  of  the 
national  income  and  product  accoimts  of  the  United  States  for  the  years  1929 
through  1953.    Included  in  the  $2  regular  tables  of  this  new  report  are  more 
than  30  different  series  relating  to  farms,  farm  income,  or  farm  expendi- 
tures »    Most  of  these  farm  series  are  eitter  taken  from  The  Farm  Income 
Sitijation  or  oti^r  Departasnt  of  Agriculture  pvfclications  or  are  based  on 
information  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,    Otl^rs  are  not^  how- 
ever, being  based  on  inform tion  collected  by  ths  Internal  Revenue  Service 
or  the  Census  Bureau^    And  som  of  those  series  that  are  based  on  Department 
of  Agriculture  data  may  differ  in  concept  or  coverage  from  similar  series 
published  by  the  Dspartment  of  Agriculture, 

For  the  benefit  of  those  iriio  may  have  occasion  to  use  both  The  Farm 
Income  Situation  and  the  fetional  Income  supplement,  the  farm  series  given 
in  the  latter  are  listed  below  and  compared  with  the  corresponding  series, 
if  any,  publisted  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture «    Ihe  discussion  of 
similarities  and  differences  in  ths  two  sets  of  data  is  in  terms  of  con- 
cept and  coverage.    It  shoisld  be  mrferstood  in  all  cases,  however, 
that  there  may  also  be  soa^  statistical  discrepancies  in  the  series  arising 
from  differences  in  publication  schedules  and  revision  programs  of  the  two

REVISIONS  IN  THE  ANNUAL  ESTIMAES,  1951-53 

The  folloiATing  tables  carry  the  estimates  of  gross  farm  income,  pro- 
duction expenses,  net  farm  income,  and  related  series  back  to  1910  on  an 
annual  basis.    Revisions  made  this  time  are  generally  confined  to  the  years 
195l-'53.    In  factj  the  only  changes  affecting  any  other  years  are  (l)  some 
minor  adjustments  extending  back  to  19^2  in  the  prices  paid  index  numbers 
and  consequently  in  the  other  estimates  of  the  purchasing  power  table 
(table  10),  and  (2)  a  very  minor  revision  of  the  nonfarm  and  total  popu- 
lation estimates  for  1950*  in  t^ble  6«     The  latxer  revision  was  not  large 
enough  to  affect  the  per  capita  income  estimates  of  table  To 

Changes  for  1951-53  in  the  estimates  of  aggregate  income  and  expenses 
have  resuD-ted  in  a  downward  revision  of  net  income  for  1951  but  in  upward 
revisions  for  1952  and  1953.    ^or  1951,  realized  gross  income  was  hardly 
changed,  but  expenses  ;vere  increased,  bringing  a  reduction  of  about  100  mil- 
lion dollars  in  the  1951  es-oim.ate  of  realized  net  income.    However,  the 
1951  inventory  change  was  also  reduced,  and  the  estiraate  of  total  net  income, 
including  the  increase  in  inventories,  was  lowered  by  2?3  million  dollars. 

For  1952,  an  upward  re^rision  of  300  million  dollars  in  realized  gross 
income  .was  largely  offset  by  aft  upward  revision  in  expenses^  and  the  estimates 
of  both  realized  and  total  net  income  have  been  increased  by  only  a  little 
over  100  million  dollars. 

The  largest  revisions,  though  still  small  in  percentage  terms,  have 
been  made  in  the  preliminary  estimates  for  19,53  as  published  in  The  Farm 
Income  Situation  early  this  ysar^     The  estimate  of  realized  gross  income 
for  1933  was  increased  by  over  uOO  million  dollars,  expenses  were  reduced 
slightly,  and  the  res-ult  was  an  upward  revision  of  h73  million  dollars  in 
realized  net  income.    This  was  largely  due  to  heavier  marketings  of  cotton 
and  corn  from  1953  crops  during  the  second  half  of  the  year  than  earlier 
data  had  indicated.    The  inventory  change  was  reduced,  however,  so  that  the 
upward  revision  in  1953  total  net  income  was  only  some  350  million  dollars, 
or  3  percentc 

The  only  other  revisions  of  significance  are  those  in  the  farm  popu- 
lation estimates  of  table  6.    Farm  population  numbers  have  been  lowered  by 
over  half  a  million  for  both  1952  and  1953.    This,  together  with  upward 
revisions  in  total  income  for  those  years ^  has  produced  higher  per  capita 
farm  income  figures ^    For  example,  per  capita  income  of  the  fanm  population 
from  all  sources  is  now  estimated  at  ^911;  for  1953  (table  7)  as  compared 
■with  the  pTe!■vio^Js  sstimte  of  -1^882.
